PERKINS TESTIFIES BEFORE REFEREE

Bellaves Abnormal Decrease in Vialble
Supply of Wheat Is Caused by Euro-
pean Speculators Buying in Large
Quantities and Storing Cereal.

New York, Feb 17, — George w.
Perkine, chalrinan of the mayor's com-
mittes on food supply, testified Tues-
day before Meyer Nussbaum, referee
for the =tate, conducting an Inquiry
into the increased cost of wheat, flour
and bread, that the committee had rea-
gon to bileve the abnormal decreasze in
the vigible supply of wheat was caused
by Ruropean speculators buying in
Jarge quantities and storing against a
eontinuntion of the war.

Visibe Supply Shows Decrease,

The visible supply showed a de
erease of more than a half n million
bushels last week, aa against a de
erease of 150,000 bushels in the same
week of lust year, he said.

The hoearing is being conducted for
the purpose of determining whether
a criminal conspiracy in viclation of
the siate Iaw is responsible for the in-
eteased cosl,

Mr. Perkine gave it as the opinion
of his committes that the federal gov-
ernment should determine how much
wheat the farmers of the United States
were holding. The question of specu-
lation, he asserted, was broadly di-
vided into three parts.

“There is the speculation by the
farmer at the original source,” said
Mr. Perking, “the speculation by the
middleman and the speculation in
Europe. We know how much of our
wheat Europe has taken, If the led-
eral government will determine imme-
diately how much wheat the [armers
are holding, we will be able to find out
how much can be manipulated by the
middleman. If this JIast amount is
large, it will prove an important ele-
ment in the present investigation.”

8eeks Government Policy.

Mr. Perkins sald the committee fur-
ther believed the federal government
ghould announce Its policy regarding
a proposed embargo on wheat, and
that the legislature should pass at once
n law explicitly stipulating what the
welght of bread should be and proper
penalties for violations,

Bakers of New York are violating
the law which requires them to label
foaves as to welght, according to Com-
missioner Hartigan of the department
of welghts and measures, who Lestifled
next.

*“The only serious condition in New
York today respecting bread,” he gaid,
*is the shortage In the supply of rye
bread that forms the principal food
of thousands of East Side residents
who hall from Russin, Austria and oth-
er countries. The shortage Is doe dl-
rectly to the war which has complete-
ly cut off New York's supply of rye,
which comes principally from Russia
and Austria'

Counsel of the United Master Bak-
ers’ Association asserted the associa-
tion, which comprises 3,000 hakers, in-
stantly would comply with the law re-
quiring loaves lnbeled as to weight If
it were established by a test case. He
thought Commissloner Hartigan's re-
